BAGHDAD Bombs killed more than 50 people 
in Iraq on Thursday in the worst violence 
since U.S. combat troops withdrew from 
urban areas last week, and American forces 
released five Iranian officials suspected of 
aiding Shiite insurgents. 

U.S. officials said they believe the Iranians, 
detained in northern Iraq in January 2007, 
had facilitated attacks on American-led 
forces but handed them over to the Iraqi 
government at its request because they were 
obliged to do so under a U.S.-Iraqi security 
agreement. 

The U.S. State Department said it was 
concerned their release could present a 
security threat to American troops in Iraq. 

Iraq’s foreign minister, Hoshyar Zebari, 
called the release a “good initiative” that could 
encourage dialogue between Washington and 
Tehran. 

The Iranian Embassy said it expected

to receive the Iranians, described by their 
government as diplomats. Washington 
believes they are associated with the Quds 
Force, part of Iran’s powerful Revolutionary 
Guard Corps, and that they trained Iraqi 
militants. 

The carnage within Iraqi borders 
Thursday was a sign that insurgents remain 
intent on destabilizing Iraq as the U.S. shifts 
its focus to the war in Afghanistan. Attacks 
are down sharply from past years of war 
and militants have been driven from many 
strongholds, but they routinely inflict casu- 


alties in Baghdad and northern Iraq, a caul- 
dron of ethnic and sectarian tension. 

In a statement on his Web site, Iraqi 
President Jalal Talabani condemned the 
attacks and said the “forces of evil and ter- 
rorism” were trying in vain to demoralize 
Iraqi security forces and the civilian popu- 
lation. 

Some 130,000 U.S. troops remain in 
Iraq, but they have a much lower profile 
and are preparing for a complete pullout by 
the end of 2011. Iraqi attitudes are mixed, 
with some rejoicing over the absence of 
American troops in their streets and a new 
sense of sovereignty, and others worried that 
extremists will now have more freedom to 
operate. 

“Our security forces are still weak, with 
poor intelligence,” said Saeed Rahim, a gov- 
ernment employee in Baghdad. “Deploying 
more unqualified troops into the streets 
does not necessarily lead to better results.”

'BREACH OF TRUST’ 

FAMILIES OVERCOME WITH EMOTION OVER DUG-UP GRAVES; 4 CHARGED 


Forensic anthropologist Clyde Snow has 
worked with families from Argentina to 
Iraq to identify loved ones found buried 
in mass graves, often attending funerals 
when the work is complete. 

But even he hasn’t seen a cemetery so 
desecrated as Burr Oak. 

“It doesn’t mean it {hasn’t] happened, 
but I’ve never gotten involved in a case 
like this,” said Snow, who inspected some 
of the remains at Burr Oak. 

“It’s really scandalous. If it turns out 
to be what it looks like— desecrating old 
graves to make room for new ones— it’s 
a major crime.” 

Snow, a consultant to the Cook 
County medical examiner’s office, was 
asked to assess the scene and help deter- 
mine where the remains came from. 

“There was no real attempt to rebury 
them,” Snow said, with bones clearly vis- 
ible through weeds. 

Snow said he examined the remains 
of about seven victims, both men and 
women. He said bone fragments also 
were found but the fragmentation 
was post-mortem and likely caused by 
machinery that unearthed them. 

Snow said he will not be working on 
this case any longer, but he knows what 
kind of grief the families face. 

“They will be devastated,” he said. 
“They won’t know whether their people 
will be in that pile. It’s going to be a major 
problem for the families of everyone 
involved.” tribune

They came in droves, generations of families 
pushing their relatives in wheelchairs, holding 
them and helping them walk, all while clutch- 
ing faded obituaries, death certificates and other 
documents. 

Pamela Brown was one of hundreds who wan- 
dered through Burr Oak Cemetery near Alsip on 
Thursday, searching in vain for answers. They 
scanned tombstones, shouted out names and 
navigated the bumpy terrain. 

When Brown heard Thursday that four 
people had been accused of reselling plots and 
dumping the remains of old bodies in an empty, 
abandoned lot, she was overcome with emotion. 
After searching the cemetery, she could locate 
only two of the grave sites of her ii relatives. 

“This is the biggest breach of trust I’ve ever 
experienced,” said Brown of Oak Lawn. 

Area funeral homes were inundated with calls 
from frantic families seeking burial records or 
assurance. A phone line the Cook County sher- 
iff’s office set up to take calls was overwhelmed. 
Alsip officials fielded hundreds of calls and dis- 
patched police to handle traffic near the cem- 
etery in unincorporated Cook County 

Prosecutors said 200 to 300 bodies were dug 
up and dumped in an isolated, weedy area of a 
cemetery at which many prominent African- 
Americans are buried, including civil rights icon 
Emmett Till. Exposed bones, chunks of concrete 
and broken coffins litter the hilly overgrown area 
about four blocks long, authorities said. 

Eormer cemetery manager Carolyn Towns, 
49, foreman Keith Nicks, 45, and dump-truck 


operator Terrence Nicks, 39, all of Chicago, 
and back-hoe operator Maurice Dailey, 59, of 
Robbins, were each charged with dismember- 
ing a human body, a Class X felony All face up to 
30 years in prison. 

“This crime, it’s a whole new dimension that 
shows us what lengths people will go to for finan- 
cial gain,” said State’s Atty Anita Alvarez. 

Sheriff Tom Dart said investigators, includ- 
ing dozens of EBI agents, would be at Burr Oak 
for months sorting through the discarded piles 
of bones. Not only were remains heaved into a 
“dump area” at the cemetery, bodies were alleg- 
edly double-buried in existing plots. Dart said. 

“Literally, they were pounded {down},” he said. 
“They pounded the other {body} down and put 
someone on top.” 

Police described Towns, who has filed for 
bankruptcy three times, as the brains of the

operation. She had been fired by the cemetery’s 
owners because of theft allegations. 

Towns, who is being held in lieu of $250,000 
bail, was placed in the psychiatric wing of 
Cermak Hospital. 

Keith Nicks, who has nearly a dozen arrests 
since 1998 for misdemeanors including assault, 
domestic battery and violating orders of pro- 
tection, told a Tribune reporter in May that the 
cemetery made money but the owners weren’t 
investing in equipment and upkeep. 

Distraught family members had bigger con- 
cerns than appearances Thursday 

Jo Ann Dean, 66, worried about her blood 
pressure and diabetes as she sat in the heat wait- 
ing for access to cemetery records. Number 96 
on the list, she was too bitter and angry to leave 
or give up. 

“They’ve opened old wounds,” she said. 
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Burris won’t seek re-election 



Embattled Democratic U.S. Sen. Roland Burris is 
expected to announce Friday that he will not seek 
election next year to the seat that he was appointed 
to by disgraced then- Gov Rod Blagojevich, sources 
said Thursday 

The senator is scheduled to make his decision 
known at a news conference Friday afternoon. 

A top source close to the senator said that since 
starting in the U.S. Senate, Burris wasn’t sure he 
could handle the grueling schedule of fundraising 
and trying to be a senator, especially in an environ- 
ment where his popularity waned and “the tide was 
against him.” 

Burris thought it would be very difficult to raise 
the campaign cash he’d need to win the Democratic 
nomination, let alone the general election, the source 
said. But Burris plans to stay in office until his term 
ends in January 2011, the source added. 

“He wants to be a full-time senator for the remain- 
der of the term,” the source said, speaking on the 
condition of anonymity “He’s really passionate about 
that. He won’t be running for election. He’ll just be 
the state’s senator.” 

A Democratic source told the Tribune that Burris 
informed national Democrats he won’t seek election. 

“It actually means very little. I don’t think he was 
on track to win this primary It eliminates a minor 
headache. But that’s it,” the Democratic source said. 

Burris repeatedly said he was unaware of any 
attempts by Blagojevich to try to secure personal or 
campaign funds in exchange for awarding the seat. 
But Burris also gave a series of evolving and some- 
times contradictory details about his contacts with 
top Blagojevich allies leading up to his appointment. 

Burris ultimately acknowledged attempting to 
raise funds for Blagojevich. In a recording by federal 
agents, Burris suggested to Blagojevich’s brother that

away program as an alternative to credit cards. Sears 
followed suit in November. Under a layaway pro- 
gram, shoppers pay for merchandise in installments 
and take the goods home after they are paid in full. 

The Web page features a drawing of a main shop- 
ping street covered in snow and Christmas wreaths 
and an airplane flying a banner that says, “Free ship- 
ping for purchases over $75.” The site also showcases 
cold-weather gear such as snow blowers and electric 
blankets. 

Last year, worried about a slowdown in consumer 
spending, many merchants, including Home Depot, 
Kohl’s and Walgreens, began stocking their shelves 
with holiday wrapping paper, trim and trees in 
September. 

The phenomenon, known as Christmas creep, is 
expected to kick into overdrive this year as retailers 
fight for their share of shoppers’ shrinking wallets.

Racism 
against 
kids at 
pool? 

HUNTINGDON VALLEY, Pa. Members and offi- 
cials of a private swimming pool in a pre- 
dominantly white Philadelphia suburb reacted 
to a visiting group of minority children by asking 
them not to return and pulling other kids out of 
the water, a day camp director said, and the state 
is investigating. 

The Creative Steps camp in northeast 
Philadelphia had contracted for the 65 children at 
the day camp to go each Monday afternoon to The 
Valley Club in Huntingdon Valley, camp director 
Alethea Wright said Thursday But shortly after they 
arrived June 29, she said, some black and Hispanic 
children reported hearing racial comments. 

“Some of the members began pulling their chil- 
dren out of the pool and were standing around 
with their arms folded,” Wright said. “Only three 
members left their children in the pool with us.” 

Several days later, the club refunded the camp’s 
$1,950 without explanation, said Wright, who 
added that some parents are “weighing their 
options” on legal action. 

In a statement released on its Web site Thursday 
afternoon, the club called the allegations of racial 
discrimination “completely untrue” and claimed 
overcrowding from more than one outside camp 
was the problem.

CARSON CITY, Nev. A 62-year-old Las Vegas 
man won a courtroom battle Wednesday with 
the Nevada Department of Motor Vehicles over 
his “HOE” license plate, which the agency tried to 
cancel on grounds that he was using a slang refer- 
ence to prostitutes. 

The high court said the DMV based its opposi- 
tion to William Junge’s plate on definitions found 
on Urban Dictionary, which includes user contri- 
butions.

At Daytona, Busch took the lead on the oext-to- 
last lap and tried to fend offa hard-charging Stewart, 
lie successfully blocked Stewart once, but when he 
tried to do it again Stewart hooked Busches right rear 
fender instead, sending Busch into the wall a few hun- 
dred yards from the iinish. 

Busch had no problems with a driver bumping 
the one ahead of him out of the way if it doesn't 
cause an accident. 

'T gathered my stuif up and tried to block liigh 
and it was too late,” Busch said, ‘Tony was already

Stewart called the accident a part of racing and 
said the two ofren-flery drivers were on the same 
page following a 30 -minute conversation about the 
circumstances of the wreck earlier this week.

“It’s not the first time {blowing 
saves] happened and it won’t be the 
last time it happens,” he said. “For me, 
it’s how you bounce back. I’m getting 
back to where I need to be.” 

Wood earned his first four-out save 
since becoming a full-time reliever 
and helped his new team, the Cleveland 
Indians, beat the Sox io-8 on Thursday 

The White Sox had been playing and 
pitching superbly in winning nine of their 
previous ii, but on Thursday they issued lo 
walks, hit a batter and made two errors. 

“When you walk people, you’re not going 
to make money in this game,” manager Ozzie 
Guillen said. “I looked up and they had nine 
runs and they only had about four hits.” 

White Sox starter Clayton Richard (3-3), 
who lasted only one-plus inning, was used on 
three days’ rest because Guillen wants to use 
John Banks, Gavin Floyd and Mark Buehrle 
at Minnesota this weekend.

Could new Loop spot 
Cibo Matto add more fun 
to an already hot hotel?

Cibo Matto j the modem Italian restau- 
rant on the second floor of 
new Loop boutique hotel 
The Wit, has a tough act 
to follow The last venue 
to open therCj zyth-floor 
cocktail lounge Roof, is 
shaping up to be one of 
this summer's aftei-work hot spots. 

But success may be within reach. The 
two venues share a chef’ "Ibdd Stcin^ a pro 
who's made the rounds of high-profile 
spots across the country including David 
Burke in Las Vegas, Bank in Minneapo- 
lis and MK here in Chicago, And by all 
appearances, he's got everything under 
control: Cibo Matto opened a couple 
of weeks ahead of schedule— an almost 
unheard of feat in the restaurant world, 

Cibo Matto (pronounce the first word 
with a sexy Italian accent: CHBK-bo) means 
^^ciSLzy food” in Italian. But the name refers 
more to an attitude than to ^tny specific aspect 
of the food or presentation. Stein delivers plates 
that are ambitious bur nor overwrought. And 
wJiilc the dining room, punctuated by a row of 
high-backed leather settees and a semi-open 
kitchen flanked by a chePs table in back, has 
plenty of personality it*s tempered by a soothing 
color palette and stark wood rabies. The craziest 
thing in the place? A modern-day ceiling “fresco" 
by visiuil artist Todd Murphy, a trippy piece that 
commands attention from just about every van- 
tage point. 


Though ifs located in The Wit, Cibo Matto 
has fewer physical tics to the hotel than its 
counterparts. Off-lobby access is reserved for 
Roof and the more casual all-day restaurant State 
and Lake, while Cibo Matto is accessible only 
through a separate entrance just north 
of die hotel’s main doors. To get to the second 
floor, you must ascend a glass staircase— and 
you can almost feel the trappings of the 
busding bar and lobby below dropping away 
as you do. 

But while you can take the restaurant out of 
the hotel, you can^t take the hotel out of the res- 
taurant, On the night we visited, the usual cast 
of hotel characters was out in full force: The T 
shirt-clad walk-ins; the neatly pressed business- 
men; the large party of mismatched travelers 
getting just a little too boisterous with the aid 
of the complimentary after-dinner limonccllo 
cocktails. 

Yet there also were sharply dressed thirty- 
somethings dearly there to check out the scene, 
any early buzz fueled perhaps by the instant 
popularity of Roof. Which raises a question: Will 
Cibo Matto succeed as a destination for locals, as 
Roof has done? The answer, of course, lies with 
the food, 

Stein says he cook s with an Italian mind and 
American ingredients, a claim he deftly backs up 


with ingredient- focus eel antipasti such as tender 
grilled octopus and green herb salsa ($14) with 
crisp fuigerling potato discs, celery and lightly 
pickled pearl onions; and creamy buffalo moz- 
zarella ($12) with cool melon, salty prosriutto di 
parma and sweet saba. 

Pasta dishes arc also straightforw^ard but 
roundly satisfying, from ricotta-stuffed ravioli 
($12) in an airy garden peas puree ^drh roasted 
tomatoes and nutty shelled peas and pea shoots, 
and bucatini carbonara ($12), long, thin pasta 
tubes cloaked in velvety egg yolk and peppered 
with generous cubes of guanciale \nth crispy, 
caramelized edges that give way to melt-in-your- 
moiith ribbons of fat. 

The summer entree lineup is seafood heavy 
playing to what proves to be the kitchen^s forte. 
Our server talked up the braised short rib (S27), 
served off the bone with ricotta-giirlic creamed 
spinach, but it couldn't compare to the sword- 
fish ($30), a moist, precisely grilled piece of fish 
served over a duo of complementary tomato and 
port-spiked olive sauces and accented with lemon 
and the subdc anise scent of shaved fennel. 

Could one chef have two summer blockbust- 
ers on his hands? Crazier things have happened.

Sacha Baron Cohen knows how to get noticed. The British comedian and 
creator of “Da Ali G Show” and “Borat: Cultural Learnings of America for 
Make Benefit Glorious Nation of Kazakhstan” hits the big screen again 
Friday with “Bruno,” his comedy about a gay Austrian fashion reporter who 
comes to America after he’s chased out of Europe. In the film he inter- 
views a Middle Eastern terrorist, adopts an African baby, tries to sleep with 
a disgusted Ron Paul and causes a near-riot at an ultimate-fighting event. 


Cohen hasn’t reserved his out- 
landish behavior just for the 
movie, however. He’s been stir- 
ring things up around the world 
this summer playing Bruno. 

It all started with Cohen’s May 
31 appearance at the MTV Movie Awards, 
where he pretended to fall as he was sus- 
pended above the audience, landing with 
Eminem’s head between his butt cheeks. 

The July issue of GQ featured a nude 
Cohen on its cover, and photos inside 
showed him posing in shoulder pads and 
tight red shorts with football players from 
Birmingham High School in L. A. The Los 
Angeles Unified School District disci- 
plined two school administrators. 

Cohen has upped the ante with each 
appearance this summer, donning skimpy 
costumes at photo calls and premieres 
from London to Sydney 

After meeting Australian Prime Minister 
Kevin Rudd in Sydney, Cohen told report- 
ers that he had slept with the official. 

“The reason I’m late is I just had break- 
fast in bed with Kevin Rudd,” he said, 
according to The Associated Press. “That 
guy is like, uber cute. I thought Obama

was, like, the hottest guy in the 
world until I met Kevin.” 

It was somewhat disappoint- 
ing when Cohen appeared as 
himself on Tuesday’s “Late 
Night with David Letterman.” 
But the comic managed to save the day 
when he told Letterman about trying to find 
a real terrorist to interview in “Bruno.” 

“It’s not that easy to find an actual ter- 
rorist,” he said. “In fact, your government 
has been looking for one for about nine 
years.” 

Cohen thankfully returned to spoof 
mode on Thursday, when he appeared as 
Bruno during a chat with Matt Lauer— 
although maybe the put-on made “Today” 
producers a little nervous. 

They faded to black when Bruno, after 
being informed by Lauer that the Austrian 
minister to Great Britain had called for a 
boycott of the film, broke down in tears 
and reached out to hug Lauer. 

“VAT?” said Bruno, who wore a silver 
jumpsuit and tiny black hat. “This is the 
first I’m hearing of this. This is a very pri- 
vate moment. Close up, please ... Hug me, 
I feel so lonely!”

The buzz: As the film uses 
a blend of documentary 
and scripted sketches to 
skewer gay stereotypes, 
the question is if “Bruno” 
can possibly seem as 
fresh, daring and real as 
2006’s hysterical “Borat,” 
which made Cohen a more 
widely recognizable star. 
The verdict: A funny, fear- 
lessly absurd comedy but 
a shaky satire, “Bruno” 
often goes off-topic, 
confusing the message- 
those prejudiced against 
gays see all homosexual 
behavior as this overt- 
with subjects muddled by 
race, religion and celeb- 
rity-obsessed culture. 

The film’s bravery also is 
dulled by choosing such 
easy targets and by skep- 
ticism over its authenticity 
(a clearly scripted early 
scene with Paula Abdul 
casts doubt over much 
that follows). Where 
Borat’s naivete clev- 
erly exposed ignorance, 
the imposing “Bruno” 
becomes redundant and 
obvious in showing just 
how alarmed people are 
by deliberately confronta- 
tional behavior. You don’t 
have to be as anti-gay 
as the Arkansas mixed 
martial arts fans onscreen 
to think two guys making 
out in the ring seems out 
of place, and not much of 
a step toward tolerance.

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Gays anxious about 
flamboyant ‘Bruno’

Jews. Blacks. Hunters. Christians. Wrestling 
fans. The military. Austrians. Hamas. Ron Paul. 
People who watch daytime t<ilk shows. People

Oh yes, and gays. 

These are just some of the groups poised 
to get lathered up over “Bruno,” comic-critic 
Sacha Baron Cohen’s new exercise in ciU'efuUy 
calibrated bad taste that opens Friday 

In his follow-up to the w^dly successful 
“Borat,” Cohen has again made a movie whose 
notoriety precedes it. It has the gay commu- 
nity feeling particularly anxious; Bruno, first 
seen on “Da Ali G Show,” is a flamboyantly 
gay fashionista and seeker-after-cclebrity who 
wants to be “the biggest Austrian superstar 
since Adolf I litlcr.” 

Arguably it’s Bruno’s insatiable desire to 
maneuver himseli into the public c\'c that’s really 
the heart of the film iind its social criticism. 

But what’s more of a legitimate concern 
for gays— and not just gays, of course— isn’t 
C^ohen’s caricature of Brtuio’s sexuality, but how 
that portrayid will be received by the less-than- 
brilliant. Opinion is all over the map. 

“Those of us at the Gay & Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation who saw ‘Bruno’ agreed 
that it’s not really helpful to try to critique this 
as a single film. It’s really a 90-minute series of 
sketches— some of which hit their mark, but 
some of which hit our community instead, and 
in ways that feel fundamentally antithetical 
to the intentions of the filmmakers,” Rashad

In the film. Bruno sits for a counseling 
session with Trautweln. a youth pastor at Point 
of Grace Ministries In Birmingham, Ala. The 
pastor asks whether the outrageous Austrian 
Is ready to welcome Jesus into his heart. 

"Are you hitting on me?" Bruno says. 

Trautwein said his comments and 
reactions are edited out of order for effect, 
but insists he’s glad his forthright witnessing 
remains in the movla He said he maintained 
his composure as Cohen made offensive 
comments. 

"It didn’t matter whether I was talking to 
Bruno or Sacha Baron Cohen," Trautwein said. 
"I truly prayed that he would be changed and 
ask Jesus into his heart." reucion newsservice 

Roliinson of the Gay & Ixisliian Alliance Against 
Defamation said in a prepared statement. 

In one scene involving a hot tub, the film pur- 
posely takes what are presumed to be straight 
perceptions of the gay sex life and explodes 
them beyond recognition. Will straight audi- 
ences understand the overstatement? 

“I think it’s a very, ven’ gay movie,” said Corey 
Scholibo, arts-entertainment editor for the gay- 
centric Advocate magazine. “And I think gay 
people, when they see this film, are going to feel 
it’s a movie that was made for them.” 



But even while think- 
ing “Bruno” was “hilarious” 
(“I spit my water out”), 
Scholibo said his personal 
jury is still out regarding the 
film and the larger straight 
population. 

“I think young straight 
men who aren’t gay-posi- 
tive will be going to ‘Bruno’ 
and laugh at it,” he said. 
“Whether or not, in the 
process, Cohen in some 
genius w^ay undermines 
any of their fears— w^hich 
is a very real possibility— 
that would be great. Or 
will they be laughing at 
the silly queers? ... 

“I don’t know how it’s 
going to play out, espe- 
ciiilly at a very heated 
time about gay rights in 
the United States.”

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‘Diva’ a better fit 
for comedian Cho

Margaret Cho knows a thing or two about nega- 
tive body image. 

That’s what attracted her to her latest endeav- 
or, Lifetime’s new series “Drop Dead Diva,” pre- 
miering Sunday Cho plays the office manager for 
a plus-sized attorney who becomes the unknow- 
ing vessel for a gorgeous— but dead— blonde. 

“Because it’s so much about weight and 
about how women are valued by the way they 
look and how certain values are placed on cer- 
tain body types,” she said, “it’s a really positive 
portrayal of the way we view our bodies and the 
ways it’s addressed.” 

The new series sounds like a better fit for 
Cho than her 1994 ABC sitcom ‘All-American 
Girl,” an experience that proved dishearten- 
ing— and unhealthy — for her. 

The network constantly hassled Cho about 
her weight. 

“I was very anorexic when I was doing All- 
American Girl,’ which was frustrating because 
I never really got that thin,” she joked. “But I 
was very destructive in the way I was treating 
my body— my diet and exercise— because I was 
being pressured by the network to lose weight. 
... The bulimia and anorexia partially made me 
focus on eating disorders and talk about body 
image in my work a lot. So in my stand-up com- 
edy, there’s a lot of commenting on the way we 
talk about women’s bodies and weight.” 

She turned to alcohol and drugs. 


“I got very frustrated and disillusioned with 
Hollywood and the way things worked,” she 
said. “That was the time I became more self- 
destructive and had some trouble with drugs 
and alcohol, things like that that happen in 
your 20s when you’re using substances in the 
wrong way” 

With all that behind her, Cho has taken a 
somewhat restrained job in “Drop Dead Diva,” 
although she still manages to fling a lot of atti- 
tude in her role. After all, the 40 -year-old rebel 
is famous for her stand-up routines that shift 
from caricatures of her Korean parents to raun- 
chy sex tales. 

“I like stand-up comedy because it’s very 
unpredictable, it’s very natural,” she said. “I don’t 
really know where it comes from or how I do it. I 
just kind of GO when I do it. ... I’ve been in com- 
edy for 25 years so that world is very comforting 
and easy for me to maneuver in, and also I’ve got- 
ten to an age where I feel like I’m everybody’s 
mom— all the stand-up comics’ mom.” 

Cho, who’s been married to performance art- 
ist A 1 Ridenour for six years, would like to be 
a real mother, but says she and Ridenour have 
tried unsuccessfully 

“It doesn’t mean that I can’t adopt. It’s not 
that meaningful for me to physically have them. 
I think it’s fine to adopt them,” she said. “Older 
children or those with special needs, to me that 
seems like an appealing thing. I really love chil- 
dren of all ages.”
